Finding A New Alternative

Upland’s city staff spent seven 
weeks studying alternative meth- 
ods for financing a bus line be- 
tween Upland and Ontario, The 
City Council unanimously ap- 
proved the alternative recom- 
mended by the administration 
after relatively little discussion 
at its last meeting, 

rhe operator of a private bus 
line on a route similar to the 
proposed new line went out of 
business 18 months ago due to 
low patronage. William Shourds, 
president of the “‘Fun After Fifty 
Club,’’ and a vocal spokesman 
for “senior citizens’’ in general, 
has repeatedly emphasized the 
need for some type of local bus 
system for senior citizens with- 
out other means of transporta- 
tion, 

““At least 40 percent of our club 
members don’t make it to meet- 
ings because they don’t have a 
means of transportation,” 
Shourds said, 

The comprehensive 23 - page 
city report presented four main 
alternative means for financing 
the proposed bus service and 
stuck by the opinion administra- 
tors from Upland and Ontario 
have contended for the last six 
months--that the Rapid Transit 
District line would initially cost 
less and could be operated soon- 
er than lines operated privately 
by the two cities separately, 

Alternative A consisted of a 
jointly owned Upland - Ontario 
system, with Upland operating 
and maintaining the service, and 
Ontario sharing 52 percent of 
the total cost, The advantages 
of this are that it affords the 
city full responsibility and oper- 
ational control of the bus Line, 
and revenue from daily opera- 
tions would partially offset op- 
erating Costs, 

This plan for a city run bus 
line would cost the two cities 
$71,825 for the first year’s op- 
eration, Upland’s share would 
be 48 percent--$34,476 and On- 
tario’s would be $37,349. This 
total figure is considerably high- 
er than the first year cost for 
the RTD line which is $39,865, 

But, the city-operated line 
would cost $35,705 for the second 
year the line would be in service,

Alternative C was the study's 
recommended solution to the bus 
service problem and the option 
chosen by Ontario City Council 
last month, Upland and Ontario 
will contract for bus service with 
RTD, initially for a trial period 
of six to twelve months, Ontario 
is to bear 52 percent of the coat, 
and Upland 48 percent, The two 
cities will pay a total of 70 per- 
cent and RTD will pay 30 percent, 

Estimated cost for contracting 
with RTD for three months is 


approximately $9,637, Upland’s 
share would be $4,626, Of the ea- 
timated $39,865 full year net 
costa, Upland’s share would 
proximate $16,743, Net coat for 
one month to Upland would be 
$1,542, 

Advantages of contracting with 
RTD at this time include the fol- 
lowing:

‘They Shot The Bird, Then Left’ 


“Ir was one of the worst maim- 
ings [ve seen in years,’’ said 
Dr. Theo Winberg, Pomona Val- 
ley veterinarian, “‘The bird had 
been shot three times -- twice in 
the right wing with buckshot and 
once in the back with pellets, It 
was an hour and a half operation 
and a tough one, I was surprised 
when the bird pulled through,’’ 

The bird Dr. Wineberg re- 
ferred to is a female Red Tailed 
Hawk, a bird of prey not uncom- 
mon in this area, ‘“‘The Red Tail 
is a magnificient bird,’’ Wineberg 
said, ‘‘They’re proud and fierce, 
and highly prized by falconers, 
But their young are hardtocatch, 
because they build their nests on 
the narrow toplimbs ofthe tallest 
trees they can find,’’ 

This particular Red Tail, 
named ‘Scherezade’ by Wineberg 
and his staff, is now in her ‘hag- 
gard’ or adult stage. “‘A young 
hawk in his first year is called 
a ‘passage’,’’ the doctor said, 
“after a year, the bird moults 
and gets what are known as hag- 
gard feathers, This is the bird’s 
entrance into adulthood,’ Wine- 
berg placed Scherezade’s age at 
between five and six years, 

Scherezade was brought into 
the veterinary clinic by two young 
falconers, Mike Harris, 16, and 
Larry Huff, 18, 

**We were inthe area uparound 
Mt. Baldy,’’ Mike said, “‘Larry 
and I were looking for some new 
places to hunt with our birds. 
First we heard something thrash- 
ing on the ground, We looked down 
and there was this hawk, She was 
bleeding pretty badly, but when 
we got close, she put up her tal- 
ons in self defense, She’s a real 
spunky bird,” 

“‘We could tell she was hurt 
bad,’’ Larry continued, “‘We tied 
her feet together and put a bag 
over her head . . . just the way 
we woulda trained bird, She didn't 
mind having her feet tied, but she 
couldn’t stand having anything 
over her head. She put up a fight 
and we had to take the bag off, 
After that, she sort of went limp. 


We thought she was dead, but she 
was still alive when we got her 
to the doctor’s office,’ 

“‘The funny thing is,”’ Mike 
went on, ‘“‘We’d seen the bird 
around a iot, In fact, a year 
ago, I caught and trained one of 
her passages, I know because I 
got it out of her nest, Nobody 
has ever been able to catch 
Scherezade, though, She was al- 
ways too fast for everyone, I 
guess that’s why somebody de- 
cided to shoot her,”” ~~ 

“‘Like I said, ’? Wineberg went 
on, “‘I didn’t think I'd be able to 
save the bird when I first saw 
her, When it looked as if she 
might live, I started worrying 
about whether she’d ever use 
that right wing again, She hada 
fracture of the humerus and a 
fracture of the metacarpal, What 
this basically means is that her 
right wing was shot to hell, I re- 
paired it by using a retrograde 
pinning technique, Naturally I 
had to put all the smali wing 
bones back in place, and birds 
have notoriously small wing 
bones,” 

Evidently Wineberg did a good 
job, Scherezade is now able to 
move her damaged right wing -- 
and according to her new owner, 
Mike Harris, it won’t be long be- 
fore she’ll be able to fly, 

“ve decided to keep her,” 
Mike said, “‘I lost my last hawk, 
Sheba, about a week ago, She was 
out in the garage where I keep 
the birds, and I forgot to make 
sure the door was down,”’ 

“She just flew away, man, 
Larry Huff joked, 

“It’s not so funny,” Mike said, 
““Sheba’s a very young bird, and 
she’s not used to being on her own, 
Luckily, she doesn’t like most 
people, so she'll probably stay 
clear of them, At least I hope so, 
A lot of hunters would like a bird 
like Sheba for a trophy.” 

Mike and Larry have D=en in- 
volved in falconry for the past 
two years, Both are now licensed 
falconers, 

**Let’s say I ‘watched’ for the 


a 


past two years,”’ Mike insisted, 
“In this state, it’s illegal to be 
involved in falconry before you’ re 
16, In fact, in most states, it’s il- 
legal -- period,” 

**A lot of people think it’s cruel 
to hunt with a bird of prey,” 
Larry said, ‘‘The way Isee it, it’s 
just a fact of nature, These birds 
will hunt and kill prey whether 
they’re in the wilds or in cap- 
tivity, Having a bird in captivity 
just means you can direct what 
he’ll kill . .. or usually.”” He 
paused, “‘A friend of mine once 
had a regular peregrine falcon, 
A hawk like that is hard to come 
by, but this guy was kind of stu- 
pid. He let the bird just flay 
around his house. k managed to 
kill off three of his sister's kit- 
tens and a parakeet, Then the 
guy's dad killed the bird... 
though that wasn’t fair, It was 
the guy’s fault, not the bird’s,” 

“If you’re going to be a fal- 
coner, you're going to have to 
learn something about birds of 
prey . .. a lot in fact,’’ Mike 
stressed, ‘“You can’t treat a hawk 
like a pet and expect it to mix In 
well with the other family pets. 
These birds are natural hunters, 
If they see something smaller 
than they are, they'll probably 
try to kill iz, 

“Scherezade’s going to be a 
great bird ... once I get her 
trained, She’s typical of her 
breed, though, She won’t listen 
to anyone but me, and she doesn’t 
seem to like anybody else either. 
Even my dad can’t do much with 
her.”” 

“‘and his dad’s been afalconer 
for years,’’ Larry said, “‘That’s 
how Mike got interested in the 
first place, They've got hund- 
reds of books and pamphlets at 
home -- all deaiing with birds of 
prey and the ait of falconry. 
That’s dedication,” 

“Dad’s been involved in fal- 
contry since he was a kid,” 
Mike said, “‘He’s written a num- 
ber of articles defending the 
sport and, whenever he can, he 
travels around the state giving 


lectures on it, Dad says the 
sport goes back to ancient times, 
and it would be too bad if it just 
died out,”’ 

“1 got into falconry through 
some friends,’’ Larry said, ‘‘T’ve 
been hunting for years, but never 
thought of anything so wild as us- 
ing a bird to catch prey, This girl 
I was dating had a brother who 
had a hawk, She used to tell me 
about how he’d take the hawk out 
on weekends, and they’d catch 
rabbits and other small animals, 
Well, | was never that great a 
hunter. So I decided, if a bird 
could help me -- great. I went 
out with her brother a couple 
times, then got a hawk of my 
own, 

‘*The first hawk I had was ac- 
cidently killed by another hunt- 
er, lL almost got a peregrine fal- 
con then, but she was a little too 
expensive, so I decided on a Red 
Tailed Hawk . .. like Scherezade, 
I got him out of a nest up around 
Mt, Baldy area, Ik was kind of 
harrowing, climbing the tallest 
tree in the area -- just to steal 
a passage out of a hawk’s nest, 
jut I made it up the tree and 
back down without too many 
scratches and bruises, My bird, 
Omar, is a good falconry bird, 
I've had him about three years 
now, so he’s well trained, Un- 
fortunately, about a month ago, I 
had him out in a field, just exer- 
cising him, and some kid with a 
pellet gun took a shot athim, The 
pellet hit him in the back, He 
wasn’t hurt too bad, though I had 
to bring him here to the vet's. 
He was frightened, though. 

‘‘What I can’t understand is 
why the kid shot the bird, I saw 
him walk away after he watched 
the bird fall, He wasn’t inter- 
ested in retrieving the bird, He 
just shot Omar because he was 
something to shoot at, He didn’t 
even go over to see if the bird 
was alive or dead after he shot 
him, That’s cruel, Like I said, 
I've been hunting for years, and 
I've never done that toananimal, 
To shom something, for no rea-

son, is pretty sick, I think,’’ 

“I have no opinions ag to 
whether or not falconry is good 
or bad,”’ Dr, Wineberg sald, 
“Personally, I'm not a man who 
likes to hunt -- anything, But I 
realize there are a number of 
people who enjoy the sport, And 
I know there are a lot of con- 
cerned hunters who are cautious 
about what they shoot, and who 
are genuinely interested in pre- 
serving the balance of nature, 
Any trained bird used in fal- 
conry kills its prey quickly, When 
birds such ag the Red Tailed Hawk 
are left on their own intheir nat- 
ural environment, they usually 
kill only when they’re hungry, 
These birds are excellent pre- 
servers of the balance of na- 
ture, They'll kill rodents, keep 
the ever-burgeoning rabbit pop- 
ulation under control, and take 
care of a number of small gar- 
den pests people kecp buying 
poisons to get rid of, 

‘‘Larry brought his bird in 
here when the kid shot it in the 
back with the pellet gun, As he 


said, the bird wasn’t badly hurt, 
but it was frightened, and It 
might have died of fright or 
shock had it just been left out 
in the fleld, What was done to
